Because on 
the adoption of- the mission's 
recommendations depends the 
future of our trade with these 


territories. 

The mission ran into so 
many reatrictions and frus- 
trations that but for the 
opportunities affered by 
Nigeria and Ghana, local 


“puninesamen could have been 
forgiven for taking little In- 
terest in this’ part of Africa. 
The ane redeeming feature Is 
that many of the territories 
Visited are In a estate of flux. 
Conditions and: pocles could 
change rapidly and a follow- 
up ‘mission, which Is re- 
commended In the report, 
might open a considerably 
brighter vista to Hongkong 
traders in two years time. 


detailed study of the report 
shows that the difficuitices 

are not all of West Africa’s 
making. The palnt stressed 
time and again is that Japan 
Is making headway In this 
area where Hongkong seems to 
be ‘showlng fttle ar no pro- 

_ gress, ‘and’ that much “of the 
trade between this Colony and 
West Africa is handled by 
commorcial shysters out to cut 
each other down to the last 
possible cent.
